their sympathizers gathered in

charged by troops with fixed bayonets. 
Scores were taken to the hospitals 
suffering from horrible wounds, fol­ 
low insr a hand to hand conflict after 
the citizens had been driven at bay. 
Cavalry was used in breaking up the 
fig't. 


Only when trampled, beaten 
and 
bayoneted did the Socialists run. Many 
of the victims lost their 
ears 
and 
nose. 
The toll of blood paid here 
emphasized the protests of their de­ 
legates wherf the Prussian 
gcvern- 
m< nt adopted the new franchise bill.

ATOM OF RARE POLONIUM 


B E RL IN , Feb. 16.— Mme. Curie, who 
with her husband, the late Professor 
Curie, discovered radium, has 
been 
successful in research in connection 
with polonium, an element which 
is 
described as 5000 times rarer than ra­ 
dium. 
She has succeeded in obtain-, 
ing a tenth of a milligramme of the 
new element. 
She states that it pos­ 
sesses a radio-activity superior to ra­ 
dium. 
As against this, however, ra­ 
dium conserves its energy for an in­ 
definite period, whereas polonium dis­ 
appears rapidly.
